Eliminating Saloons* 

Reports From Wcl Covington 
Show 40 Per Cent. Fewer 
Arrests'in Jvly 1919, Than 
Wet July a Year Ago. 

Arrests in the jwlice court of 
Covington for the month of July 
1919. totaled 138, aocoiding to 
the rapart of Co»iiirio«er of 
Public Safety TheodoreKluemper, 
a reduction of 89, or nearly 40 per 
cent, from the number of arrests 
in Jaly I918 Fbrty persons 
were arrested oa y^ignacj war- 
rants in July 1918, and two were 
before the couit on tbe same 
charge in 19I9 

For JvM 1919. ths MTMstii in 
Covington totalled 421. Of this 
number 182 were accused of 
drunkenness siut 139 with either 
diiiordeily ooadB Ct or being 
drunic and disorderly. For tbe 
month of July 19 19, the drnnks 
aumbtred seventeen and the oth- 
er two classes of offenders sixiy- 

fiV'O. 

The figures were made public
